A loose nut win came the 
machine to wear or break; and will 
love off to the field, causing a vexatious 
delay at the leant. If any out is very 
loose, place a leather was tier under it, 
and sink tbe nut in. Assure yourself 
that there ts no weak place In the whif- 
netreea. They always break at the 
wrong tnement. and may allow tbe 
machine and your team to mire down 
In a muddy spot. Mind the sickles. 
Every mower should be provided with 
three sickles, so that as soon as one be- 
comes dulled, another may he put in its 
place. A dull sickle does "ragged'' 
cutting, and will Increase the wear and 
draft of the machine, one half. Ob- 
serve If the sickle bar Is not warped ; 
and if tbe points of tbe sections are in 
a perfectly straight line. A section 
out of tine will wear fast and increase 
tbe draft. Try the sections, and tight- 
en any that are loose. A loose section 
to apt to cause breakage. A loose 
guard will produce the same result. See 
that the tool box contains claw-ham- 
mer, pincers, Hie, sections, rivets, bolts, 
wire and nails; the lack of these will 
often require a trip from tbe Held to 
the tool house, if any journal", have 
rusted, use coal oil. every few minutes, 
for tbe Bret half hour, driving slowly ; 
and it Is well to use coal all occasional, 
ly on the track of the sickle, to clear 
off the gum that gathers from the grass. 
The machine oil often sold to poor stuff ; 
it to often necessary to add castor oil 
to give it body. If too much of the 
latter is used, however, tt will gum. 
We never used anything that gave 
higher satisfaction than lard (unsalted) 
with castor oil to give It a little body. 
If the lard is taken to the field hot. In 
the morning, the sun will keep it liqui- 
fied during the day.— American Agri- 
culturist f jr July.

Injurious Insects demand attention 
throughout tbe summer months. Look 
for the borers near the base of young 
fruit trees ; If saw-dust to ieeu to drop 
from a bole In the bark, or If a portion 
of the bark to seen to be depressed, out 
out the borer. ... If the leaves of cur- 
rants and gooseberries are eaten by 
"tbe worm." apply white hellebore at 
once Stir n tablespoonrul ot the pow- 
der In a pailful of water, and apply 
wlthasvrlnge. Repeatthlsafterafew 
days. If later brudes appear, continue 
the remedy, which Is a very certain 
one. . . , The greenish sling slug, which 
appears upon the leaves of cherry, pear, 
and other trees may be destroyed by 
Hpplying air-slaked lime or wood ashes. 
This may be dusted upnu the leaves by 
means of a bag of course fabric, attach- 
ed to a pole. . . .The insects attacking 
the grape vine this month, are mainly 
large caterplllsrs, which are most read- 
ily picked by hand ; the so-called 
"thrlps," which Is properly the "grape- 
vine leaf hopper,'' and not related to 
the true thrlps. It is a little whitish 
Insect which often rises in clouds when 
the vlues are disturbed. Tbe best 
treatment to to go among the vines 
with torches, gently beating tbem to 
disturb the Insects, which will at once 
fly toward th<- light. . . .The first ap- 
pearance ofgraylah spots on the under- 
sides of the vice indicates mildew, and 
flowers of sulphur should be applied 
with a bellows made for the purpose, 
. . . Whenever pear trees are attacked 
by blight, which comes without warn- 
ing, cut away every blighted portion 
and burn it.— American Agriculturist 
for July.
